Yesterday,  at  East  Windsor 
High  School,  the  streak  -  a 
remarkable  string  of  42  con¬ 
secutive  victories,  including  two 
state  championships  —  was 
ended. 

East  Windsor,  fired-up  men¬ 
tally  and  physically  ready, 
thundered  by  Ellington,  3-1,  as 
the  Panthers  surprisingly, 
dominated  all  four  periods  of 
play. 

It  was  Ellington’s  first  loss 
since  1970. 

Aft^r  briefly  trailing,  1-0,  East 
riddled  Ellington's  premier 
goalie  John  Basch  for  three  goals 
in  a  shattering  span  of  four 
minutes  and  22  secorids  during 
the  third  quarter. 

An  overly  aggressive 
comeback  bid  by  the  Knights  in 
the  final  period  only  produced  a 
rash  of  turnovers,  hurried 
passes,  desperation  shots,  and,  in 
general,  frenzied  panic. 

loosing  Coach  Dave  Conant, 
both  poised  and  numbed,  didn’t 
cite  Ellington  mistakes  as  the 
decisive  factor,  but  instead 
lauded  the  team  that  beat  his. 

“Give  Mel  Kleckner  and  his 
kids  every  bit  of  credit  for 
beating  us  this  afternoon,”  he 
explained.  “East  Windsor  played 
a  brilliant  game  of  ball  control. 
As  for  ourselves,  we’ve  never 
been  in  a  situation  during  the 
past  few  years  where  we  found 
ourselves  looking  up.  Something 
just  happened  out  there  when  we 


it  together.  We  couldn’t  handle 
ourselves.” 

The  Knights  ran  into  trouble 
early  in  the  opening  moments  as 
the  Panthers’  front  line  peppered 
the  Ellington  goal  with  a 
screaming  volley  of  shots.  Basch, 
somewhat  of  an  oversized 
vacuum  cleaner  around  the  nets, 
smartly,  and  perhaps 
miraculously,  handled  each 
attempt.

A  frustrated  Keith  Tetro 
challenged  Basch  time  and  again 
with  drives  from  inside  the 
penalty’  area,  but  the  stalwart 
netnunder,  with  the  agility  of  an 
acrobat,  withstood  the  assault.

Rajala  commandered 
the  ball  to  the  left  side  and  fed 
Bill  Sligar  who  had  penetrated 
the  middle.  Basch  broke  out  of 
the  goal  to  stop  the  ball  while 
teammates  Rich  Bedard  and 
Dennis  Quinn  scurried  to 
smother  it.  Sligar  calmly  passed 
to  Tetro  who  scored  on  a  chip 
shot,  tying  the  game  after  the 
Knights  had  led  for  18  seconds. 

Moments  later,  the  Panthers 
scrambled  the  Ellington 
fullbacks  out  of  position  near  the 
goal  and  Bedard  was  charged 
with  blocking  the  ball  with  his 
hands. 

Tetro,  the  leading  scorer  in  the 
NCCC  with  10  goals  in  seven 
outings,  was  motioned  by  Loach 
Kleckner  to  convert  the  penalty 
kick.  A  similar  situation  during 
the  first  half  saw  Tetro  sorely 
miss  his  conversion  by  sailing  the 
ball  out  of  bounds.

Panther  supporters,  excited  by 
the  3-1  lead,  jubilantly  sprang 
from  their  seats  and  assured 
each  other  Ellington  was  a  dying 
giant.  They  cheered  the 
remaining  period  from  the 
sidelines  and  erupted  vigorously 
when  the  final  horn  sounded. 

Kleckner,  who  cheerfully 
admitted  it  was  one  of  his 
proudest  wins,  tabbed  his  squad 
as  a  better  team  than  Ellington. 

“They  beat  us  earlier  in  the 
season,  1-0,”  he  explained,  “but 
overall,  I’d  say  that  Ellington  is 
not  a  better  ball  club  than  we  are. 
Our  record  might  not  be  good 
enough  to  get  us  into  the  post 
season  tournament,”  Kleckner 
concluded,  “but  we’ve  run  into 
some  stiff  competition.  I  feel  our 
losses  could  have  gone  either 
way ,  and  perhaps  what  happened 
here  today  is  an  indication  that 
we  may  actually  be  the  best  in 
the  conference.”
